Fuller, of Brookville, who was
born on the Fuller farm at the junction
gbove Prescottville, clghty vinrs ago,
was one of the visttors in Reynoldsville
gesterday. Mpr, Fuller is, porhsps, the
oldest man living who was born in this
This scction was

days. The only house in this pluce at
that time was a little log cabin, then a
palatisl mansion, where Dr. 8.

1874, When the town was incorporated
it had about two hundred people. The
first coal shipped from Jeflerson county
was from the Diamond Coal Mine at
Revnoldsvllle  The first hreidge built
acriss the orovk was in 1822 The first
timber raft was run out on the Sandy
Lick to Pitteburg in !'843 The first
eirous exhibited in Reynoldaville was
in 1845, The first store in what is now
Reynooldsyille was opened by Thomas
Reyoolds In 1844 In 1844 he erocted
the first tannery. Woodward Reyn-
olde was the first man to mine coal for
sale, in what (s now Reyuoldaville,
shout 1838 The first school In this
piace was taught n a listle log bouse on
the onst side of Coolspring Hollow.
Patrick Feeloy was teacher in 1847,
Between 1851 and 1800 the greatest
amount of rafting was done on Sandy
Lick creek. The early merchants in
Reynoldsville were Daniel Dunhsm,
Frederiok Farmer, Washington Rhodes,
Henry H. Gordon and Charles
H Gordon. The early religious
seryices wers held In a house that stood
near the present site of Burns hotel,
and which was occupled by Milwon
Coleman. During a servies in 1852 the
socond story floor of this house gave
way. The stove was upset aod the con-
gregation was precipitated to the base-
ment. Five persons were so lnjured
that they died. The first white person
born within the present limits of Reyn-
oldsville was David Reynolds. He is
still liviog in the town. In 18567, when
Dr. W. J. McKnlght, of Brookville
practiced medlcine in Winslow town-
ship and lo the town ol Reynoldsville,
he eame from Brookville on horseback.
He doctored in the families of nearly all
the old ploneers. He Is the only doctor
in Jofferson county living that praec-
ticed medicine in that yesr, The first
newspaper for Reynoldsville was print-
ed in 1571 and was pamed the “Advo-
oate.” The ploneer buryiog ground
was located noar the school house which
stood Io Coolspring Hoilow. In 1857
